Danger From Electrical 
Shocks Less With Direct 
Than With Alternating 
. Current System 


LECTRIC shock results when 
F the body comes in contact 
=! with the flow of electricity be- 
tween poles of different resist- 
.. @nce. Assa general thing, alter- 


nating cur- 
rents of elec- 
tricity are 


much more 
dangerous 
than direct 
current. 

The alter- 

nating cur- 
rent is the 
one used in 
ordinary 
house light- 
ing and for 
general use 
with house- 
hold appli- 
ances. It isan 
interrupted current and flows 
back and forth with varying 
rapidity. A slowly breaking cur- 
rent causes more shock ordinar- © 
ily than does a rapid one. 
The direct current flows only 
in one direction and does not 
§. cause so great a shock. The or- 
dinary house current, which usu- 
ally carries 110-115 volts, if mak- 
ing only a few cycles, 15-60, may 
prove fatal to a person if he hap- 
pens at the moment to be well 
grounded. If the cycles were 
from 112-200, the current could 
be handled more safely. 
But many things enter into the 
severity of the shock. Personal 
and skin resistance vary greatly 
in: different persons and in the 
same person at different times. 
Tf,the skin and clothing are drv 
and you are standing on a drv 
surface there is very little danger 
unless the voltage is quite high. 
If ‘the skin is moist or the cloth- 
ing damp from sweating or rain. 
and the ground is wet, the shock 
is much more severe.

, PERSON standing in water 
- or in a bathtub of water may 
be killed by a current that ordin- 
ar{ly would be scarcely felt. The 
duration of contact also has 
much to do with the degree of 
shock. Prolonged contact with a 
low power is often severe. We are 
= more likely to suffer prolonged . 
= contact with low voltage than 
f with high. 
The high voltage frequently 
= throws the person clear of the 
#. contacting wire. A person work- 
. ing with electric current should 
».. stand on a dry surface and have 
his hands and clothing dry. 
That is the reason that in- 
structions for releasing a verson 
from a live electric wire say this: 
Stand on a dry board or paper. 
If you can find a rubber coat or 
gloves. catch hold of the person 
with it. Wear rubbers, if possible. 
use a dry pole or rope or dry 
piece of clothing. Catch hold of 
an arm or leg and jerk him off 
the wire. If you try to pull him 
off carefully, each point that con- 
tacts the wire causes a burn and 
more shock. 


Death fromelectric shock mav 
result from complete stoppage of 
the heart action. or paralysis of 
thé respiration or of the central 
nervous system. The heart, or 
respiration, or both. may be 
stopped by the muscular contrac- 
tion caused by contact with the 
electric current and start again 
when the contact is removed. 
That is one reason why the con- 
tact should be removed as soon 
as possible and is one reason why 
the person who receives a power- 
ful current which throws him 
clear can be resuscitated.

Coles through the cen- 
tral nervous system or through 
the chest are more serious than 
those through one side of the 


body. Contact made on the head 
or spine or one arm and the leg 
on the opposite side are much 
more serious. 

_The signs of electric shock are 
unconsciousness, short or long, 
and burns of varying degree. 
Convulsions are common. Death

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later. The point of entrance or 
exit of the current may show 
only a slight discoloration. but 
the deeper tissues may be seri- 
ausly burned and danger from 
hemorrhage from a large hidden 
vessel after hours or days should 
be guarded against. 

Those recovering from shock 
mny suffer from persistent mus- 
cular pains, headache. great 
weakness, and nervous irritabil- 
ity. "But many feel no bad after- 
effects. A person who has suf- 
feréda an eléctric shock should be 
removed from contact or the cur- 
rent shut off with the greatest 
haste? and artificial respiration 
started. at once. A few moments’ 
delay may be fatal.
